It was offered in support 
of a contention that Stevens was 
trying to butter up Schine, by 
then a private in the Army, and 
wanted to have a picture taken 
with him, 

Schine testified that Stevens 
asked him to stand with him 
when the picture was taken. 
Roy M. Cohn, regular counsel 
of McCarthy’s subcommittee, 
testified that Stevens wanted to 
be in a picture with Schine. 
Schine was then stationed at 
Fort Dix, N.J.. and had been 
ordered by his commander to 
go to the nearby McGuire base 
to meet Stevens, McCarthy and

Morris, arguing the city had 
failed to prove Moore was the 
driver, said he .was being tried 
“not on the evidence but on his 
previous convictions.” He said 
it was “more reasonable” to be- 
lieve someone else had stolen 
«the machine, which belonged to 
Moor’s mother, had the accident 
and then returned the car to the 
Moore home at 1 Portland place. 

Evidence of four of Moore’s 
prior convictions was introduced 
by the prosecution under a re- 
cent state statute permitting use 
of such evidence even though a 
defendant does not testify.

COURT BARS RADAR 
‘JUDICIAL -NOTICE’ 
IN SPEEDING CASES 


BUFFALO, N.Y., May 1 (UP) 
—Radar as a._means of detecting 
speeders has been dealt a “death 
blow” as the result of a decision 
of Supreme Court Justice Hamil- 
ton Ward, an attorney insisted 
today, 

The ruling prohibits lower 
courts “taking judicial notice” 
of radar’s accuracy. 

“The decision is a death blow 
to radar as a practical proposi- 
tion in.speeding cases,” Attorney 
John M. McKee said. He repre- 
sented Robert W. Beck, a taxi- 
cab driver, who was fined $20 
for driving 40 miles an hour. 
Beck was caught by radar and 
his sentence was reversed. 

In his opinion, Ward said the 
radar device and the accuracy 
of its measurement of speed was 
not a proper subject for judicial 
notice at this time. The opinion 
said it was an error on the part 
of the trial court to acknowledge 
the absolute accuracy of radar 
devices to establish the speed of 
a defendant’s automobile. .

Follows Malenkov Warning. 

The unveiling of the big 
bomber followed by only a week 
Premier Malenkov’s warning 
that an atomic or hydrogen 
bomb attack on Russia would 
meet with immediate retaliation. 

Foreign military observers 
were obviously impressed as the 
big plane whooshed past at the 
-+ead of the air umbrella over 
Red Square. 

The new -bomber is in the 
American B-52 class. 

(The United States B-52, with 
eights jets, is a stepped up ver- 
sion of the swept-wing four jet 
B-47, now the principal Ameri- 
can transcontinental bomber.) 

(The 1953 edition of “Jane's 
All the World’s Aircraft,” au- 
thoritative source of aviation in- 
telligence, makes no mention of 
a swept-wing Russian jet ap- 
proximating the B-52. 

Rumors of 6-Unit Plane. 

(Jane’s did mention “rumors” 
of a swept-wing aircraft driven 
by six power units and called 
the Type 31. American sources 


have described it as being as 
large as the United States Air 
Force B-36 bomber. 

(Jane’s. mentions a four- 
engined turboprop bomber it 
tentatively identifies as the 
Tug-17. But the speed of this 
craft was listed as slower by 
several hundred miles an hour 
than the rated 600 m.p.h of the 
B-52. 

(The authoritative book re- 
ports a twin-jet Ilyushin bomb- 
er has been in production since 
it first flashed across Red 
Square on May Day, 1950.) 

The Moscow radio announcer, 
describing the parade, said the 
bomber was “an enormous jet 
plane of a size never seen be- 
fore.” 

Other novelties in the 23-min- 
ute military, parade and air re-

TOBRUK, Libya, May 1 (AP) 
—Queen Elizabeth II and the 
Duke of Edinburgh hugged and 
kissed Prince Charlés and Prin- 
cess Anne for the first time in 
five months today.

The nine-nation commission 
includes the United States, Rus- 
sia, Britain, France, Red China, 
Korea and the Three Associated 
States of Indochina—Viet Nam, 
Laos and Cambodia.

‘Commission made news this

permit for a new television sta-

The reason no new station was 
authorized this week is that the 
FCC is running out of TV appli- 
cations it can grant quickly. Only 
255 applications are pending, 
compared with more than 800 in 
July, 1952, when the FCC started 
| granting TV permits after a 
| three-and-a-half-year “freeze” on 
'construction of new stations.

FRENCH RAIDERS 


HIT RED POSTS 


AT DIENBIENPHU 


Rebels Continue to Dig 
Trenches Closer to 
Fortress — ‘Calm’ 
Night Reported. 


HANOI, Indochina, . May. 1 
(AP)—The French teday report- 
ed a “calm” night at the embat- 
tled fortress of Dien Bien Phu 
after a series of lightning thrusts: 
against Vietminh attackers. 

Units of the garrison force 


struck yesterday in raids which 
drove the rebels from an undis- 
closed number of entrenchments 
and gun positions nestled close 
to the French barricades. Twen- 
ty Vietminh soldiers were re- 
ported killed and some prisoriers 
were taken. 

The French high command 
acknowledged, how-ever, that 
Vietminh troops surrounding the 
remote mountain position were 
continuing to dig their web of 
trenches and foxholes ever 
closer to the shrunken key areas 
of the fortress. The diameter 
of the bastion now is only about 
a mile and .rebel entrenchments 
are within 1800 feet of French 
headquarters. 

50th Day of Battle. 

As the battle for Dien Bien 
Phu went into its fiftieth day, 
there was no sign when the 
Communist commanders of the 
rebel force -would launch an- 
other mass infantry assault to 
try crushing the fortress. It 
still was expected, however, that 
they would try to score a big 
victory to sway the Geneva con- 
ference in its Indochina nego- 
tiations. \ 

French planes took advantage 
of a brief letup in the monsoon 
rains yesterday to parachute re- 
inforcements, food, ammunition 
and medical supplies to the 
hard-pressed little stronghold. 

Both sides kept up mortar 
and artillery dueling. 

(The United Press quoted a 
French high command announce- 
ment that “the military situa- 
tion appears to have been re- 
established in central Laos fol- 
lowing the occupation of Nap- 
hao, 56 miles east of Thakhek.”’ 

Communist Pockets. 

(The U.P. said French union 
forces were cleaning out Com- 
munist pockets along the 
Eighteenth Parallel and quoted 
informed sources as saying they 
may be trying to set up a truce 
demarcation line. : 

(The Eighteenth Parallel cuts 
Indochina at its narrow waist 
and about one-third of the coun- 
try lies to the north including 
the rich Red river delta around 
Hanoi and Dien Bien Phu, 180 
miles west of Hanoi.)

Under a non-aggression agree- 
ment signed in Peiping Thurs- 
day Red China asked India to 
hand over “‘at a reasonable price” 
the posts, telegraph and tele- 
phone services equipment and 
12 rest housés India had owned 
and operated within Tibet. 

A Peiping broadcast said talks

Two British warships were 
ordered to Greece from Medi- 
terranean ports to help re-es- 
tablish communications and care 
ry relief supplies.

10 Killed in Town. 

Farsala, a town of about 5000 
persons, 10 killed and 70 in- 
jured, 30 seriously. At least 450 
houses were destroyed, all the 
rest seriously damaged. ‘Th 
town is a historic site, reputea- 
ly the birthplace of the Homeric 
hero Achilles. It also was the 
scene of the Battle of Pharsalus, 
where Julius Caesar defeated 
Pompey the Great in 48 B.C. 

Karditsa, population about 
28,000, very considerable dam- 
age, 500 homes collapsed. 

Sofadhes, a community of 
about 4000, almost completely 
destroyed. Rescue workers had 
counted nine dead and 21 in- 
jured. 

Trikala, 13 injured, 60 houses 
wrecked and 100 seriously dam- 
aged. 

Earlier reports said Dorhokos 
was 10 per cent destroyed. Five 
persons were injured there. 
Thirty-four houses collapsed in 
the port of Volos and houses 
were reported destroyed in the 
villages of Agia Marina and 
Xenadies. The 400-year-old 
monastery of Aghia Athanasios, 
near Domokos, caved in. 

It was Greece’s second major 
earthquake in less than a year. 
Earth shocks devastated the 
Greek Ionian islands last Aug- 
ust, killing up to 1000 persons 
and destroying the homes of 
120,000, 


U.S. Cruiser Leaves With Milk 
for Quake Victims. 

Boston, May 1 (UP)—The 
United States cruiser Salem left 
Boston naval shipyard yesterday 
with six and a half tons of milk 
for earthquake victims in Greece. 

The cargo of tinned milk had 
been donated by members of 
Boston’s Greek-American com- 
munity for victims of last year’s 
temblors in the Ionian islands.

Ethics at State Capitals 


A commendably good work has just been 
completed in New York State under the leader- 
ship of Gov. Dewey. This is the development 
and adoption of a code of ethical standards in 
state government, . 

As passed and signed into law, the New York 
legislation expressly prohibits state officers 
loyes, members of the Legislature and 
islative employes from making a contingent 
e agreement for services to be rendered Before 
“a state agency. The same officials and employes 
are also prohibited from selling goods or services 
to a state agency, except through an award or 
contract let through competitive bidding after 
public notice. 

Thus these new ethical standards outlaw in 
New York two old practices that have plagued 
almost every state capital for years. The con- 
tingent fee racket has been one of the worst 
forms of influence peddling in government at 
virtually ‘all levels. 

The New York legislation does not stop with 
banning these old evils. It also prohibits former 
state officers and employes from practicing as 
lawyers or otherwise before a state agency with- 
in two years after the termination of their 
state service, in connection with any case han- 
dled by them while working for the state. 

To keep politics out of the offices which must 
enforce the law, the new code prohibits political 
party officers from serving as Attorney General, 
District Attorney or Assistant District Attorney. 

One of the strongest of the provisions seeK® 
to eliminate the motive of personal financial 
gain from state service. This section of the 
code provides that 


No officer or employe of the state agency, 
member of the Legislature or legislative 
employe should have any interest, financial 
or otherwise, direct or indirect, or engage in 
any business or transaction or professional 
activity or incur any obligation of any 
nature, which is in substantial conflict with 
the proper discharge of his duties in the 
public interest. 


Still other parts of the code ban priyate em- 


_ ployment which would impair independent judg- 


ment in official duties and define situations 
which give rise to the impression of improper 
influence. Yet another requirement is that a 
public docket be kept by state agencies for the 
listing of persons who appear before the agen- 
cies on behalf of clients for a fee. 

In addition to Gov. Dewey and the Legisla- 
ture, those responsible for this landmark attack 
on the problem of ethical standards in govern- 
ment are 12 citizens of New York State—four 
representatives of the public, four State Sen- 
ators and four Assemblymen. The public repre- 
sentatives included the chairman, Judge Charles 
C. Lockwood of the New York Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, and the vice-chairman, Richard H. 
Amberg, general manager of the Syracuse Post- 
Standard. 

This code of legal ethics will not solve all of 
New York State’s problems with respect to pub- 
lic service personnel. But it does set standards 
whose very existence in law will be a wholesome 
influence. All who participated in its develop- 
ment and enactment can take satisfaction in an 
addition to the credit side of state government. 
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Profile of an Unsafe Driver 

A study of automobile drivers who have acci- 
dents is most revealing of the psychology of the 
unsafe driver. Specialists for a group of insur- 
ance companies found that commercial drivers 
who had the most accidents possessed certain 
characteristics in common. They showed a lack 
of responsibility toward their families. They had 
a tendency to drink excessively. They rebelled 
against authority. They lost their tempers. They 
wanted to teach other drivers a lesson. 

How often that one unsafe characteristic—the 
desire to teach other drivers a lesson—leads al- 
most-every one of us into some unsafe situation 
on the streets or highways! Some drivers are un- 
safe all the time, but most of us probably, are 
safe most of the time, unsafe some of the time. 

To recognize these unsafe times—when the 
driver is tired, or sleepy, or emotionally upset— 
and to act accordingly, may be the culminating 
mark of the really safe driver. 
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Where the Profit Lies 


County Councilman James A. Singer's bill to 
discourage the haphazard incorporation of new 
municipalities represents the very least the 
Council ought to do along these lines. 

There are now 94 incorporated communities 
in the county. Very few of them have a tax base 
large enough to produce sufficient revenue for 
even minimum service. Take police protection, 
which is basic. The Citizens’ Commission on Law 
Enforcement in the county reported that 24- 
hour protection is provided in only 27 munici- 
palities; seven cities provide noné; 30 support 
marshals and @eputies who are “on call,” while 
the remainder, although supporting patrols for 
a portion of each day and night, do so on less 
than a 24-hour basis. 

A similar picture could be drawn of any other 
municipal service. Most county communities are 
just too small to meet their obligations to their 
citizens. The County Planning Commission made 
persuasive arguments two years ago for merg- 
ing the county’s big and little communities into 
a few strong cjties. Those arguments are as valid 
now as they were then. 

The Singer bill would make it more difficult 
to incorporate new towns by requiring a vote of 
five of the seven councilmen, rather than a 
simple majority, if county regulatory agencies 
enter objections. It also would insure that the 
councilmen were armed with the facts before 
taking action, and generally slow down the in- 
corporation process. 

No time ought to be lost in enacting this 
measure. Then the Councilmen ought to turn 


, their attention to ways and means of encourag- 


ing consolidations of existing communities. That 


is the road along which the profit is to be made. ' 
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Trade Through the Iron Curtain 

Britain has lifted Jall restrictions on the sale 
of rubber to Soviet Russia and its European 
satellites, and this new step in an already well 
established direction emphasizes the need for a 
review of American policy on East-West trade. 

With American business men as well as with 
the British, a changing attitude on the subject 
has been apparent for some time. The definition 
of “strategic” goods which we ask our allies to 
ban in trade behind the Iron Curtain has been 
relaxed and probably will be relaxed further as 
new pressures for increased trade develop. 

It is no accident,’ of course, that the West 
takes a more favorable attitude toward trade 
with the Soviet bloc as demand slacks off from 
the boom levels that prevdiled in the early stages 
of rearmament. In other words, when customers 
are a little scarcer, the idea of Russians as cus- 


~ tomers is not quite so repugnant as it once was. 


And that is all to the good. During the most 
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anxious moments of the cold war a feeling grew 
up that trade relations with the Soviet bloc 
might lead to political domination by that bloc. 
History does not support this view. Many coun- 
tries traded with Czarist Russia without going 
Czarist, and countless other examples can be 
cited. Political control depends upon many other 
factors and not upon commerce alone. 

There are, in times of war, strategic reasons 
for curtailing trade in strategic goods. But it is 
always wise to keep such restrictions under con- 
stant review. 
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Photos, Cropped or Composite 

The famous “cropped” photograph of the Mce- 
Carthy-Army hearings recalls the composite pho- 
tograph of the 1950 Senate campaign in. Mary- 
land. Each case raises sharp questions about mix- 
ing the arts of photography and politics. 

Senator McCarthy's side supplied the cropped 
photo to the Senate investigators. The picture 
shows Secretary of the Army Stevens together 
with Pvt. G. David Schine, thus suggesting that 
the two were as friendly as McCarthy claims 
they were. 

Actually, as the public has finally learned, the 
original photo was altered to eliminate a third 
man, an Air Force colonel, Ndt-until hours had 
been wasted on this, and not until Army Counsel 
Joseph N. Welch threatened to put Senator Mc- 
Carthy himself on the witness chair, did the 
truth come out. 

James N. Juliana, a McCarthy investigator, 
testified that he took full responsibility for 
changing the picture, and Donald A. Surine, an- 
other McCarthy acquisition from the FBI, 
handled the project. Juliana said he thought a 
photo of Stevens and Schine alone was what the 
committee wanted. ‘There was,” he said, ‘‘no 
intent to deceive.’’ 

This’ affair echoes the 1951 Senate investiga- 
tion of the-dirty tactics used to defeat Senator 
Millard Tydings, a McCarthy opponent, in Mary- 
land. That campaign featured 300,000 copies of 
an anti-Tydings tabloid carrying a composite 
photograph of Mr. Tydings and Earl Browder, 
former Communist leader. 

It finally turned out that this photo was a 
complete fake. Browder had once testified before 
a Tydings committee. Two former news execu- 
tives of the Washington Times-Herald, then an 
affiliate of the Chicago’ Tribune, admitted they 
had put separate photographs of the two men 
together. They had the gall to tell the Senators 
they had done this because of “space limita- 
tions.”” The photo, they said, “was not proposed 
to deceive anyone.” 

Phe photo smeared Senator Tydings and 
helped to defeat him. And Mrs. Ruth McCormick 
Miller, then Times-Herald editor, testified that 
the first she had heard of the tabloid was when 
Senator McCarthy asked her about printing it. 
The McCarthy staff and particularly Don Surine, 
now of “croppe®’ photo fame, was up to its ears 
in the paift job used on Senator Tydings. 

Cropped or composite, the two photographs 
four years apart have this in common: neither 
was accurate; both were tampered with; each 
was used by McCarthy forces to put false light 
on an opponent. Yet in each case there was no 
attempt to deceive anybody—not anybody at all. 
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Eggs, Football and Dr. Middlebush 


The price of eggs offers a good way to date 
an event, and George C. Willson uses it in his 


. speech, reprinted in the Mirror of Public Opin- 


ion, honoring Dr. Frederick A. Middlebush who 
is retiring as president of the University of Mis- 
souri. 

Eggs were 16 cents a dozen evhen Dr. Middle- 
bush took the helm 20 years ago, said Mr. Will- 
son. But the speaker used another historical ref- 
erence which will go even further to date the 
event in the minds of M.U. alumni. “Frank Ca- 
rideo,” he said, “opened his third season as foot- 
ball coach.” 

That was also Carideo’s last season. - The great 
Rockne quarterback had been called in to put 
Missouri football.in the big time. There followed 
dissension and an influx of tackles and half- 
backs from steel towns and coal fields far be- 
yond the wide Missouri. The coach left with a 
record of two victories, two ties and 22 defeats. 
No old grad will forget it. 

Later, the university settled down to a Mis- 
souri coach and Missouri players, for the most 
part. This is not a sure-fire formula for victory, 
and M.U. still dees not look down its nose at a 
fine halfback from, say, Pennsylvania. But in 
the late '30s the Tigers began winning games 
and going to bowls, at least until after the war 
when Oklahoma took an apparent option on the 
bowls. 

Mr. Willson also mentioned at one point in 
his address that all the men who played in 
last season’s victory over Purdue came from 
Missouri. The list of successes of the Middlebush 
administration should, no doubt, include the 
tenure of one Don Faurot.

The People and a.Better U.N. 

St. Louis is inviting a hearing in this city 
by the commission of eight United States Sen- 
ators sounding out public opinion on revision 
of the United Nations Charter. 

The Council on World Affairs has urged Sen- 
ator Wiley of Wisconsin, chairman of the com- 
mission, to schedule a hearing in St. Louis. The 
Chamber of Commerce and the Metropolitan 
Church Federation have joined in that invita- 
tion. Many other organizations and many indi- 
viduals would be glad to join in warm support 

Akron and Milwaukee have already been the 
scenes of hearings. Senator Wiley, who is chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
pointed out in his report on the hearing in his 
own state that the benefits were reciprocal. 

A “vast variety of constructive suggestions,” 
he said, were offered by housewives, students, 


_clergymen, laborers, businessmen, veterans, civic 


leaders, educators, attorneys and others. 

In return, Wisconsin people,they gathered 
at Milwaukee from all over the stateé—had a 
chance to “see Congress in action.” “They. saw 
how a legislative hearing was held,” Senator 
Wiley noted with satisfaction. ‘ 

These same values would derive from a hear- 
ing in St. Louis. Missourians and their neigh- 
bors in Illinois, might well hold seminars in 
advance, as did the people in Milwaukee, to 
review such U.N. problems as the veto in the 
Security Council, trusteeship areas, new mem- 
bers, and disarmament. me 

These questions are coming to a focus be- 
cause Secretary of. State Dulles has brought 
them up for consideration and because the U.N. 
Charter provides that the Assembly shall con- 
sider review of its provisions -by next year in 
any event. :

The presi- 
dent of the University of Missouri is 
retiring after a period of service some- 
what longer than is usual in tax-sup- 
ported institutions like the University 
of Missouri. It marks an end and a be- 
ginning. It is a good time to look at 
the record and to set new objectives. 


Taking the place vacated by Walter 
Williams, Frederick A. Middlebush was 
named acting president, Sept. 11, 1934. 


It is a long time since September 
1934. Eggs were 16 cents a dozen that 
year. 


Frank Carideo opened his third sea- 
son as football coach at Missouri. 


Steel was operating at 19 per cent of 
capacity. The Lindbergh kidnaping 
mystery yas solved. Jim Londos de- 
feated Strangler Lewis. Senator James 
A. Reed declared that the New Deal 
violated the Constitution. 


Dean’ Middlebush was appointed act- 
ing president of the university.

Mill Tax as Revenue 


Before Dr. Middlebush became presi- 
dent it had often been seriously sug- 
gested that the best assurance of sup- 
port of the university would be a mill 
tax whereby there was assigned to the 
university some fixed percentage of 
certain portions of the state’s revenue. 
Dr. Middlebush was aware of this but 
did not agree with it. 

He felt, I think, that in some emer- 
gencies or perhaps in the establishment 
of new activity the mill tax might tem- 
porarily serve a useful purpose. But 
he believed that in the long run the 
effect of the mill tax was that the in- 
stitution which it supported, while it 
would operate continuously, was doomed 
to operate in low gear. 


Program for Expansion 


He believed that the best assurance 
of public support of a state university 
lay in its ability to formulate a program 
adapted to the expanding needs of the 
state, with a rising curve of efficiency 
and service, plus the willingness of the 
university to go before the Legislature 
and prove its case on the facts. 


He adopted this policy and for nearly 
20 years it has been the policy of the 
university. The benefits are obvious. 


Since 1935 the cost of buildings and 
other facilities now completed hag to- 
taled ovey $17,000,000. ; 


In addition, the current construction 
program, including the Medical School 
and the auditorium seating 2000 people 
which will result from the remodeling 


of Jesse Hall, totals approximately 
$15,000,000. 

Whoever the new president of the 
university may be, he will find that 
much has been done toward establish- 


‘ ing an adequate plant on the campus 


at Columbia and Rolla. 


The establishment on the campus of 
a four-year medical school and hospital 
is so recent that I need only mention it. 
The same is true of the television sta- 
tion and the educational television pro- 
gram in which the university is a pio- 
neer, with the 11 courses in television 
which became available at the univer- 
sity last February. 


Adult Education for the Home 


The Western Historical Manuscripts 
Collection established at the university 
through a grant from the Humanities 
Division of the Rockefeller Foundation 
in 1943 now contain 750 collections to- 
taling 700,000 items. 


The School of Veterinary Médicine 
established in 1946, and now fully ac- 
credited, awarded its first degrees of 
Doctor of Veterinary ~‘Medicine in 
June 1950. 


The expansion of the Adult Educa- 
tion Service has extended formal edu- 
cation beyond the walls of the class- 
room and into the homes of the people 
all over Missouri. .

el has bodied forth 
the most contempti- 
ble aspects of col- 
laboration. It would 
have been bad 
enough if the rene- 
gade Frenchman 
had served the Ger- 
mans in order to 
save his own skin. 
But Felix exploited 
his country’s defeat 
as a shortcut to 
power. Under cov- 
er of altruism he 
took greedy advan- 
tage of the war- 
time, misfortunes of 
his firm’s partners and of the tragedy 
in the life of his only child. An arch- 
opportunist, he made a science of his 
Strategy for aggrandizement. 

To switch to the production of medic- 
aments for the Wehrmacht cost Felix no 
pangs of conscience. Instead of a con- 
science he had a built-in design for suc- 
cess that included suppression of emo- 
tion, denial of love and friendship, and 
the unvarying appearance of rectitude. 

The design, to be sure, was slightly 
flawed by his love for his daughter, 
Monica. Yet, to further his selfish 
ends, he kept Monica from marrying the 
young man of her choice and after the 
youth died in an enemy prison prevent- 
ed her from entering a convent. He 
forced the bereaved girl to lend him 
her dowry in order that he might buy 
Winterberg’s third of the firm’s shares. 
Though the hypocrite pretended other- 
wise, Felix well knew that Winterberg, 
broken victim of Nazi anti-Semitism, 
would never be in a position to buy 
the stock back. Later, through murder- 
ous casuistry, Felix was to acquire his 
brother’s third of the shares. By that 
time, thanks to a master stroke of op- 
portunism, the gfeat industrialist had 
won acclaim as a Resistance hero. 

It puts a strain on the novelist’s art 

—and the reader’s credulity—to recon- 
cile the evil Felix with the De Pro- 
fundis of the title. The structure of the 
novel may possibly be at fault. Felix 
tells his own story, committing tmpor- 
tant passages to brief entries in a note 
book. The essence of his conversion, 
if that is what it was, is too spiritual a 
matter for a business man’s log. 
_ The trouble is that, in this master- 
piece of greed for power, Mr. Duhamel 
has succeeded all too well with his 
ironic Frankenstein. He has seemingly 
carried the man’s iniquity past the 
point of no return: Yet Felix suddenly 
takes refuge in the psalmist’s prayer, 
begging forgiveness of all whom he 
has injured. With his daughter’s for- 
giveness, it is true, grace may have had 
its inexplicable way with him. He 
makes amends of a sort, but repentance 
appears to have passed him by. Could 
that, after all, be the price he pays? 


A Glimpse of Africa 


INTRODUCING AFRICA, by Carveth Wells. (Pub 
nam's, $5.) - 


This is a completely revised edition 
of an earlier book, and, so far as it 
goes, it is a pretty accurate and reliable 
guide to present-day Africa. But it 
doesn’t go nearly far enough. To at- 
tempt to cover the great continent ade- 
quately in under 250 pages is asking for 
the impossible, and Mr. Wells has n 
able to deal only with salient facts.

NEW YORK, May 1 (INS)—A 
gash on the forehead was blamed 


today for the decline and fall of

It was only the second defeat 
for the 26-year-old, 13234-pound 
boxer, who had won all six of 
his United States bouts, includ- 
ing five by KOs prior to last 
night’s nationally - televised 
match. 

Zulueta, a ring veteran at 25 
who was elevated to No. 2 in 
the rankings earlier this week, 
has yet to be knocked down or 
out.

French Masterpiece 


66 F ORBIDDEN GAMES,” the first French film to be 
played here in more than two years, is a masterpiece 
and typical of the Gallic cinema art. The movie, at

devastating irony, disguised beneath a 

simple and naturalistic exterior. 

Taken from a novel by Francois Boyer, 
and adapted by Jean Aurenche, Pierre 
3 Bost and Rene Clement, it displays some 

- remarkable pictorial values ‘admidst a rural 
French setting under Clement's penetrat- 

ing direction. After an opening on a road, in 1940, when 
columns of French refugees are bombed and strafed by 

German Stukas, it soon progresses into an idyllic country 

scene, the life of two peasant families with war only, muted 

thunder in the distance. A little girl’s father and mother 
and dog are killed by machine gun bullets. She wanders off 


and is taken in by the Dolle family, which exhibits surface 
kindness. 


> But the selfishness, insensitiveness and crudity of the 
adults is brought out in contrast with the pristine innocence 
of the two children around whom it revolves. Pauline, the 
5-year-old orphan, is befriended by Michel Dolle, 11, in 
2 a touching demonstration of affection. Her shocking ex- 
perience has left her with a macabre interest in death‘and 
the symbols of death. She and the boy-start by blrying 
her dog, then bury all the dead animals they can find. 
They steal crosses from the graveyard, even from the grave 
of his brother who has just died to ornament their grisly 
little cemetery in a mill, and she recites her newly learned 
prayers avidly. 


The Dolles and their neighbors, the Gouards, quarrel 
meanly and there is a fight between the héads of the houses 
in an open grave in the cemetery over counter-accusations 
of cross-stealing that is divided between the ludicrous and 
funny and the shocking. Far from understanding their 
son afid his little friend, the Dolle elders drive them fur- 
ther into their morbid mental retreat until they allow the 
broken-hearted girl to be taken from them by the police 
and sent to an orphanage. There is a final shattering scene 
where the girl hears the name of Michel called at the Red 
' ' Cross depot where she is being processed. She is over- 
; whelmed by grief and wanders*off through the crowd cry- 
; ing unconsolably. 


The bitterness and poignancy of this view of mankind 
is underscored by two wonderful performances by Brigitte 
Fossey and George Poujouly as the children, It was the 
first acting role for both. Neither really acts. It is a 
marvelous demonstration of naturalness which will tear 
at your heart. Lucien Hubert and Suzanne Courtal are also 
completely convincing as the’Dolle parents. 


This film won the Hollywood Oscar a year ago for best 
foreign language film and the Venice festival grand prize. 
It richly deserved them both.

Whether you make a one-or 
two-crust pie, some sort of 
thickening must be mixed with 
the fruit to absorb some of the 
natural juice. This may be flour 
or tapioca. 

For the two-crust pie, the 
thickening is mixed with the 
sugar and fruit before the filling 
is placed in the pastry-lined pan. 
After adjusting the top crust to 
the moistened edge of the bot- 
tom crust, be sure to cut large 
slits so that steam will escape 
and the juice won't run over 
into the oven. 

For one-crust pie, the shell 
should be baked before adding 
the cooled cooked filling. Then 
cover it with meringue and 
bake it in a hot oven until 
lightly brown. The meringue 
should touch the crusty edges 
= the shell to prevent “weep- 

g.” 

Rhubarb Meringue Pie. — 

Three cups fresh rhubarb (cut 
in %-inch pieces before mea- 
suring). One-fourth cup water. 
Three tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca.
